let. Many families have not aven this and 
are patiently starving todoath. ‘The writer 
talls of one family uf six—-and this ta only 
one of hundreds of cases—living in a dag- 
out hole flash with the ground, about ag 
lorgo as a good-sized doy-kennal, ‘ eating 
stewod willow leaves and seeming to enjoy 
them ; hero tbo remark waz made that now 
the Now Year wonld come for them ; meun- 
ing, I suppusy, that now there wero bopes 
of petting some fuod.’ The distributors of 
‘The writer 
says :—' The peoplo in most cases are dri- 
ven ulmost to wadness by bunger ; and 
when one is in their midst, alone, with 
juat sufficient knowledge uf the language to 
make bimsvulf understood, to say nothing of 
the ghastly siyhts and anwholesuine smells, 
Lany the position is not an enviable one.’ 
One touching incident he mentions :—‘ A 
litle girl about 12, on being given a Chin- 
ese cake, inatead of cating it herself, imme- 
diately chewed 6 small purtion, and yave it 
to akitcen, which suatched at it aaa cut 
will at a bird: . The poor kitten could uot 
stand, and sitico their grain had been tinish- 
ed, (two days), the kitten had vot eaten 
anything, aa ib-could mot eatthe husks on

THE CONSTRUCTION OF RUILDTNGS 
ORDINANCE, 


The Acting Attorney General—I_ beg, 
Sir, to move the second reading of this 
Ordinance. Hon. members of Council have 
had the text of tho Bill in their 
hands for several weeks; in the 
interval they have had an opportanity of 
considering the measure, und, 1 trust, of 
appreciating its great importance, The 
objets of the Bill, stated bruadly, may be 
suid to be of a two-fold kind. The first 
kind may be elagsitied under four heads: 
first, provisions relative to increased sta- 
bility and the wae uf propor materials 
in building; second, the disposition of 
these tnatorala, so increasing the strength 
of buildings and preventing mishaps and 
necidenta that may possibly arise and 
which have not been infrequent in the 
culeny ; third, provisions relative to 
the prevention of thy spread of tire by 
prohibiting inflammable — materiale be- 
ing ptaced in certain positious in build- 
ings ; and fourth, to provide for the public 


accurity against dangerous buildings, 
which mey be ao deomd by Government 
Officers, experts, and tho danger from 
which arises from the — rechless 
or careless acte of builders. The se- 
cond kind relates to pablic henlth, aud 
that kind may he — classifled under 
three heads; first, provisions for the 
promotion of thy hentth of inmatea of 
private honses by providing for light 
and the circulation of air, or ventila- 
tion, in these housea ; second, by prevent- 
ing the increaso of damp in the floors 
and walls of houses, such damp being, ns 
is well known ond recugnised, a source 
of disexse, of fover, aud, as I under- 
stand, of various other diséasce ; third, 
by providiug for certain privy accommod- 
ation in houses, tv be carried cut under 
certain sanitary conditions. ‘There are 
other objects also, although nut so im- 
portant as thesy, and I will only refer to 
two of them—namely, provisions against 
blasting, except under certain eotiditions, 
and eurtheutting, These twa provisions have 
for their object the security as well of the 
peuple generally a8 of their dwellings Tho 
basis of the mesaure now before the Coun- 
cil ia what is known ax the Metropolitan 
Buildings Act of 1835, on Imperial moa- 
surp, and certain rules and by-laws known 
as the Model by-laws, framed by the 
Local Government Board in Englind ; 
and, as £ understand, they have been 
adopted in nearly all the most populous 
and commercial centrea ia the kiugdom. 
Of course, thesy rales and the Imperial Act 
of Pariiament would bein a great meaguie 
impracticable in the circumstances of the 
Co'ony, and therofore they have been modi- 
fied and adapted to meet those cireum- 
atances. Iu all probability it will auggest it- 
self to every person who has considored this 
matter to inquire what is the extent of the 
ordinance and how far it offects what may 
be called vested interests, or what may be 
more practically called old buildings, erected 
before the coming ‘into operation of ,this 
Ordinance, Ths Ordinance, I think, is 
very explicit in its terms. 1é extends to 
buildings commenced ufter the Ordinance 
comes into force, and it extends alan to 
buildings commenced before the Ordinance 
comes inte operation, but the enclosing 
walla of which have not been raised beyond 
the foutings. It aleo extends to old build- 
ings—ithat is, buildin-s erected before this 
ordinance comes intu operation—in this 
way, that if they are pulled down to half 
their extont and rebnilt or reconstracted, 
ihey then come under the provisions of 
this Bill. It is therefore clear there is no 
real interference with old buildings, except 
whore the ownors of old buildingsthemselves 
commence ta pulldown andrabuild. ‘There 
are certain excoptions in the Bill with re- 
ference to Culonial Government buildings 
sod Naval and Military buildings, but 
although they are oxcept:d from the gene- 
ral provisicns, they are include! im’ th-ae 
provisions which relate to inflammable 
materiale, honrdings, ecaffuldings and ve- 
tandahs, I tink from a cousideration 
of all these provisions it will be mani- 
fest that the Bill commends itsvlf to 
the Council for obvious reasons. Our 
Oolony is approaching its fiftieth yeary 
it is still in its infancy, in its youth as re- 
gards its development, ite population, and 
ita buildings. Tho influx of tho Asiatic 
population is enurmous, and E believe that 
the influx of Europeans bas increased. By 
increased population a demand ia raised 
for increased housing and habitations, 
To meet thia,. new houses ‘are springing 
up all around, and many of the old houses 
are being pulled down, and being reoon- 
atructed on more economical ideas as to 
apace... It is therefore, J submit, the daty 
of the Government to control and guide 
the building trade of the colony so 
fara it can dose fairly and logitimately 
t0-a8 to secure the health and safety of 
the people generally, and without im:osing 
hardships. upon owners and builders; 
whilst protecting the tenants, ‘not to im- 
pose expenses upon landlords which they 
way not be reasonably prepared and: rea- 
sonably called upon topay. The atatuta 
law at. present dealing’ with the subject of 
building, Ordinance 8 of '1856; although 
ef later date by ono yer than the 


| Mevtropoliten. Building Act,- is. somewhat 


meagre sod incomplete, and. inadequate to 
meet the altered circumstances. of the 
wolony sitice the time it beoane law, It 
does Dot Beem to have been based on thé 
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dhonght that the Government ought to 
come forward and maka up for ita short- 
comings in the measure now before tha 
Ovuncil, I think it will be obvious to the 
members of the Cowncil on perusal’ of the 
Bill, however, that there are many tochniaa- 
lities of the art of building in the Bill itsolf 
which I need not deal with and which I 
don’t propuged to deal with at the present 
moment, for this reason, that when 
the Bill is in committee every opportu- 
unity will be given to hon mombors for aalt- 
ing explasations, and every explanation 
that can be afforded will be willingly givon. 
I will conclude my remarks, Bir, by asking 
hon. members of the Council to paas the 
second reading of this very important bill 
‘of which I have endeavoured to furnish a 
sketch to you. 

The “Surveyor Gonoral seconded the 
motion for the second reading. 

The second reading was then passed. 

On the motion of the Acting Attorney 
General, the Council went into Committee 
on the Bill. 

His Excellency—Tt has been intimated to 
me that there are anmo clauses which mom- 
bers bave not yet been fully informed upon. 
That being the case, and inasmuch os I 
presume a very lurge portion of the Or- 
dinancu will not be the subject of conten- 
tion, I propose that where such is the cnso— 
where members have not beet fully inform- 
ed—it should be intimated ; and on any in- 
timation being taade on behalf of members 
that they would rather hoevo particular 
clanses postponed, I shall have noobjection 
todo so. Of course there may be some 
clausea which members have made up their 
minda to oppose, and Ieee no reason why 
thease should aot be taken now, but where 
they have not wade up their minds, and 
are atill wanting information, I havo no 
objection to postponement. 

Mr Chater—I am extremely ablized to 
you, Sir, fer your remarks. This is a very 
important Bill, aa the Attorney Genoral 
haa just observed, and one that has to be 
gone inte roost thoroughly. I regret very 
much, and am ashamed to say, that I have 
not had quite sufficient time to go inte 
the Bill thoroughly ; but on the first 
blush of it, on looking over cortain clauses, 
I do obsorve certain objections which by a 
little discussion mizht be got over, and I 
shall take the opportuuity as it offers of 
pointing oat the clauses | object to. 

At the siygestion of Mr Chuter clanses 
8, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 16, and 18 were 
postponed. ‘ 

FARM LOT AND RUEAL LOTS, 


Mr Chater moved that the word ‘ farm’ 
be inserted in clause 20 providing that 
buildings ander rural leases may be 
of wood, 

The Surveyor General said there were 
no buildings on farm lots, : 

Mr Chater pointed out that there were 
buildings 0a the lot of the Pokfulum Farm, 
Ho asked that tho word farin be put in 
simply to cover these buildings. Douglas 
Castle and all those houges at Pokfulam 
were on farm lots, 

The Sarvesor General—No buildiny is 
allowed on a farm leasehold,” unleas 
with the sanction of the Governor. 
In tho carly days of tho Coluny.a grvat 
many farm Jensea wore issued because there 
was nu uther form of tenure, but they have 
been aboliahed aume years ago. Tt is quite 
true that there are 14 or 16 farm leases 
with buildings on sites in| Pokfulam and 
Kowloon, but these buildings are not allew- 
ed except with :he express sanction of the 
Governor. That is o provision iu the 
lease, Buildings are not allowed on farm 
lota now. A rural leuse most he taken out. 

The Captain Superintendent of Police— 
I have studied ¢ farm leaeo of some pro- 

urty. Thoy coutain tho power to ervat 
buildings without any reairiotion whatsoever. 
They were; I think, made ont before tha 
arrival of the Governor in the Colony. 

Mr Chater—There are some farm lenses 
at the Peak. 

The Surveyor General—Three. I donot 
know the matter is of great importance. 
Farm leases are teing called in and will be 
extinct in afew years. It seems unneces- 
aury to perpetuate them in the Ordinance, 

His Excelleocy—What does Mr Chater 
expect to guin by his amendment 7 

Mr Chater—Ail I want is that farm lota 
bo exactly on the same footing as rural lote. 

The Surveyor General- It would pro- 
bably be wore convenient if this clause 
sere postponed 60 ua to enable members 
tu eee a farin lease und understand its pro- 
visions. 

His Excellency—It seema to me that 
there cannot be any serious objection to 
put in the word ‘farm,’ although it may be 
anneceasiry verbia T cunuot see any 
objection sapposiny it be known that no- 
body can put up buildings without the con- 
seut of the Governor in Council, When 
that consent is given, the buildings ure atill 
subject to the approval of the Surveyor 
General. 

The Surveyor General—You change the 
form of tenure. The farm Jeasa becomes 
extinct and you exchango fur i¢ a rural 
building lease. ‘Phe farm Jease is sur. 
rendered and the applicant receives in lien 
of it a rural lease, 

The Captain Seperintendent of Pulico— 
I bad the opportunity, of reading «ne of 
these farm leases within afew months, It 
was an old farm lenso issued iu 1874, It 
has never becn called in and a rural jease 
issued in its place. It contains every pro- 


vision for the owner to erect buildings or 
pailings. 

Mr Chater—I was not aware that these 
farm It leases might be exchanzed for 
rural lot leeses. That being provided for, 
T have no objection to the clause 

His Excellency—If Mr Degne’s atate- 
ment ia correct, thut there are farm lenses 
giving a right to put up buildings 
on furwo without any consent, then 
there cannot be any quewion of introduc. 
ing the word farm, 

The Surveyor General said thera was 


no gach pr-vision, He new the prorisions 
of farm leases by heart, 

His Excellency suggeated that the clause 
had better stand over until Mr Deane had 
refreshed his memory or the Surgey-r 
General had corrected his atatement. 

The Aoting Colonial Treasurer asked if 
tho bressammers referred to in clause 21 
had to be of atone. He was not quite ablo 
te gather from the wording. 
~ His Excellency said there had surely been 
sufficient opportunity for having -this point 
Geared up at the meetings of the Exeou- 

ive, 

The Surveyor General—It'is not speoi- 
fied here-whether of stone or wood ; ft may 
bo of either. os

His Excellency—What people? | How 
are wo to communicate this draft- to the 
people, in any other manner than we 
have done. They Knew this discussion wos 
coming on and they could snrely procure 
a Government Gazette. The Bill has boon 
Printed at least three or four woeks, 1 
cannot take the hon. memver’s objection as 
a very serious one. 

Mr Chater—My hon. friend refers doubt- 
less to the Chinese. It is not sveryChinaman 
who may be ititerested who'goes to the ex- 
pense of gottinga Gazette. This is a mossure 
wemust deliberate very carefully over, or 
womight drive away a great many Chincso 
from the place. I think you anid at the 
last mesting that any loug postponement 
might delay the departure of tle Surveyor 
Genoral. IJ should be the last man to wish 
this, but this-is a must importaut bill and. 
it ought to be taken in hand very lowly. 

His Excelloncy—I quite appreciate all 
that; but I think poople generally 
are so alive to their own interests that 
when thero is anything in the least affect- 
ing them they rozh to knd# what the pro- 
visiona aro. I venture to suy there is no- 
body contemplating building who hus not 
perused the bill, otherwise this must be an 
exceptional place. 

Mr Layton~It is an exceptional place. 

The Culonial Secretary—I think the Chi- 
nese interested in this Bill have studied it 
botter than the Europeans. 

Mr Wong Shing—They have studied it 
very carefully. .

ALLEGED BRUTALITY ON 
. BOARD AN AMERICAN SHIP. 

Charles W. Carr, accond officer of tho 
American ahip ddam W. Spies, at prosont 
in Hongkong harbour, was breusht bofore 
Mr Wodehouse, charged with u-aanlting 
one of the crew, named Carl Carlson, who 
is at present in the Ienatic asylum at the 
Govorument Civil Hospital.

James Wilson, a? B., sail—I am a 
seaman on board the American barque 
Adam W. Spies, uow lying in the harbonr, 
Onie day about five or six weeks azo, about 
20 minutes before arriving in the harbour, | 
the defendant struck Curl Carlson on the 
breast with his fist and knocked him down 
on the deck, Carlson began to vomit 
immodiatcly uiterwards. He is now in tho 
lunatic asylum. He shipped from New- 
castly, Australin, and had been on board 
slip about fifty-two days; Sha wag 
within the barbour whet tha sasanle 
twok place, Carlson waa insane when he 
was shipped, He was silly but no’ vioteut. 
I did_not mention the matter before bo- 
cause I did not know what had becume of 
him. I heard the other day that he was in 
the lunatic asylum. The inspector asked 
me what I knew about tho. matter. When 
the defendant struck the blow T was on 
deck wuking ready to let go the anchor, 
Carlson fell from the pinrail of the main- 
most over me, 

Williaw Emorsun, A. U., said—T saw Carle 
sunstruck ut the time in question, ; He 
was on the pinrail and I was bolow him, 
‘The pinrail is ab. ut five feetfrom the deck. 
Carlson fell over last witness on to the 
deck, He had hold of ie sheer at the 
time, but that did not provent him from 
falling. It was a violent blow delivered 
with the right fiet. [ did not hear the 
mate say anything before he strock Uarlaun. 
He went forward to tlie forecastle and lay 
down. Bo remained there for some time. 
I saw him still thero half-an-hour after- 
wads. When I saw him next he was sick 
and vumiting, That was about an hour 
after Thad seen him lying down. Ho con- 
timed sick ali night. [ wos with him 
until the afternoon of the next day, and he 
was ill all that time. J have not seen him 
siuce, [he mate paid no aitention to the 
man after he fell.

Nobody told me be had been as- 
saulted. It was uu account of his insanity 
I wa. asked to examine him, The Captain 
proposed to send him to hospital and he 
wanted my opinion, - The man had no 
mauis, he was perfectly ubedient aud quiet, 
but not in his right mind. £ recommended 
ae should be sent to the Civil Hospi- 
tal. lf

LAND TENURE IN OHLNA, 

A valuable contribution tothis subject was 
made by Mr George Jomicson, in a paper 
read before the China Branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society at a recunt moeting held in 
Shanghai. The, following is a summary 
twwken from tho Mercury and the W.-C, 
Daily News :—
